The Conciliation Board had been established 
to deal with these two matters which had been under 
negotiation jointly, between the union, on the one 
hand and B,C. Coast Steamship Service (Canadian 
Pacific Railway), Canadian National Steamships and 
Union Steamships Limited, on the other. 

The strike was called against this Company 
alone two months after joint negotiations in 
connection with the entire agreement had commenced 
at the request of the union, It is obvious that 
the union for reasons best known to itself, 
singled out this Company in an attempt to use its 
strike threat to influence the 1955 negotiations. 
It is obvious also that they held off acting until 
the heavy summer traffic period was upon us, 
despite the fact that they claimed to have the 
favourable strike vote seven months previously. 
The strike, occurring as it has during this heavy 
traffic period has caused a great deal of hardship 
to many people and industries along the B.Ciy Coast, 
a large number of which are in isolated locations. 
It has also lost the Province a great deal of 
tourist business. 

At no time before or after ne was 
called has the union been willing to look at the 
situation realistically. At no time has it been 
willing to accept the economics of the situation. 
All offers that the company has made have been 


flatly rejected, 
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On June 30th, three days before the strike 
commenced, the union proposed the completely new 
and vastly different idea of an hourly wage rate 
basis of pay. They would not defer the strike 
deadline to afford the company sufficient time 
to properly study the effect of and consider 
their proposal. 

The hourly rates contained in this proposal 
would have the effect of increasing our wage costs 
by approximately 100%. 

The Se has revised these hourly rates 
downward and its latest proposal would have the 
effect of increasing our wage costs by approxim- 
ately 30%. 

The strike is now in its ninth week, and 
yet we are informed that the men did not want the 
strike, are not informed and have not had the 
opportunity of a free expression of opinion. 

This indicates a dictatorship and 
irresponsibility on the part of the union leaders, 

Our legal advice has been to the effect 
that the strike is illegal and yet the existing 
Federal Labour Legislation has not been adequate 
enough to properly permit an early solution to 
the problem, It is obvious to us that existing 
legislation should be amended and improved, 

We respectfully submit the following 
recommendations for your consideration:- 

N Bes That the Trade Union Act be amended to:- 


(a) Require that every trade union shall 
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function as a fully democratic organization. 
(b) Require that a maximum period of six 
months probationary membership in a trade 
union be allowed after which approval or

EXCERPTS FROM THE BRITISH COLUMBIA LABOUR 
RELATIONS ACT 


50. (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in 
this Act, no person shall declare or authorize a 
strike and no employee shall strike until after a 
vote has been taken by secret ballot of the 
employees in the unit affected as to whether to 
strike or not to strike, and the majority of such 
employees who vote have voted in favour of a 
strike,

Limited is compelled to operate is clearly shown by 
the second example. It must be emphasized, however, 
that to our knowledge there is no regulation in 
Canada which prevents American vessels from carry- 
ing similar ore cargoes from Taku to Vancouver, 
B,Csg, despite the: fact. that. this ore, is,Canadian 
ore with the transportation commencing at Tulsequah, 
DiCw, end ending et Vancouver,”"5.C. 

such a movement is similar to that referred 
to in the first example quoted above, The American 
authorities prohibit foreign vessels carrying 
cargo under such conditions, yet the American 


vessels are free to compete against Canadian 
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interests, 

It is appreciated that special dispensation 
is given to Canadian vessels operating out of Hyder, 
Alaska, and that they are permitted to transport 
merchandise between Hyder, Alaska, and points in 
the United States (see Act of June 29, 1954, Chapter 
AL, 00 oval, sel). It is submitted that the 
American authorities ought to be approached so that 
the same dispensation should be given to Canadian 
vessels Operating out of Taku, Alaska, In the event 
that American authorities are not prepared to grant 
such dispensation, it is submitted that the Canadian 
Coasting Regulations should be strengthened so as 
to prevent American vessels carrying cargoes which 
originate at Tulsequah, B.C. or other Canadian loca- 
tions to Vancouver, B.C., by way of Alaska ports. 

Northern British Columbia is experiencing 
a tremendous expansion and it is anticipated that 
the cargo available for carriage to and from ports 
in Northern British Columbia will increase very 
substantially in the next few years. If the pre- 
sent situation remains unchanged the loss sustained 
by Canadian vessels operating in this trade will 


undoubtedly be very substantial,

perure Of Pederalyrolicy ini Post War Years, 

At the outset, we must point out that Feder- 
al Government has failed completely in its announ- 
‘ced post-war objective of maintaining the level 
of che shipping and shipbuilding industry of 
Canada, We here on the Pacific Coast have good 


reason to remember the 1945 pronouncement of Ian 
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MacKenzie, the then Minister of Veterans Affairs,

6 That pledge was not carried out -- in the

Cne result has been 
that this spring the number of orders for commercial 
Shipping in Canadian yards sank to a post-war low. 

Another retreat by the federal government has 
permitted the rest of the Canadian deep-sea fleet to 
be transferred to out of Canadian register thus 
liquidating the remaining units of our merchant navy. 

The past few years have also dispelled another 
illusion in certain sections of the shipbuilding 
industry -- the illusion that naval orders would 
take the place of the building of commercial ships 
and keep full employment in the industry. The drop 
in the number of jobs in the period when naval or- 
ders were at their peak shows that this is not the 
case, 

This policy, whether considered in terms of 
our merchant marine and shipbuilding, or in terms 
of our extractive industries and the dearth of pro- 
cesSing plants, has brought our country to a sorry 
pass, It is incompatible with the dignity and in- 
dependence of Canada that its trade should be con- 
ducted in foreign bottoms, 

Although Canada's one hundred year struggle 
vo rise from the status of a British colony to that 
of a sovereign independent state was fully achie- 
ved by 1931 (formally recognized by the Statute 
of Westminster) legislation covering coastal 
Shipping has failed to move with this proud develop- 
ment, and still reflects the colonial status. 


Canada is the only Commonwealth country, and the 
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"only country amongst the great trading nations, 


which permits ships other than those built, regis- 
tered, end owned at home, to operate without very 
stringent restrictions in her coasting trade, 

The United States guards her sovereignty 
zealously in this respect. But Canada, having 
moved more and more out of the British orbit more 
and more into the orbit of United States domination, 
is permitting an ever increasing number of American- 
built and American-owned vessels to operate in the 
Canadian coastal trade, The Canadian Government 
has succumbed to U.S. imposed trade restrictions, 
which have had the effect of retarding our overseas 
trade and industrial growth, This was revealed 
most clearly in the refusal to permit the Soviet 
Union to contract for the building of ships in 
Canadian yards. 

Further, the deplorable state of our merchant 
marine makes a mockery of the so-called government 
defence measures, The importance of a merchant 
marine was amply demonstrated during the war years. 
The scuttling of the merchant fleet is just one 
more evidence of Canada's dependence upon, and 
therefore, subservience to the United States, 

Our maritime and shipbuilding policy is not 
an isolated problem, It has to be considered 
against the background of the one-sided develop- 
ment of our national economy, in which the extrac- 
tive industries play the decisive role. It has 


to be evaluated in the light of chronic mass 
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unemployment in the winter months, which largely 
arises from this one-sidedness, from the relatively 
small number of processing and manufacturing plants

Recommendations; 

General: We believe that if the shipping 
and shipbuilding industry is to be restored to a 
healthy condition, then the government must adopt 
policies that put the national interest first and 
do not sacrifice the Canadian maritime industry to 
foreign interests, short term penny-pinching or 
private advantage, 

We think that the government must recognize 
that shipping and shipbuilding is a highly competi- 
tive business and that all the major nations devote 
a part of their national resources to ensuring that 
they have an adequate merchant fleet, Canada as 
one of the world!s greatest trading nations must

THE ROYAL COMMISSION ON COASTING TRADE 
SUBMISSION BY THE 
ALBERTA FEDERATION OF AGRICULTURE 


Aueust 31, 1955. 


The Alberta Federation of Agriculture is com- 
posed of fifty-four agricultural producer organiza- 
tions in this province, While there is no indivi- 


dual membership, it is estimated that member bodies 


in the Federation represent 60,000 individual farmers, 


The need was recognized some twenty years 
ago, by the various farm organizations of this pro- 
vince, for some form of Overall farm organization 
for the purpose of consolidating the views of agri- 
cultural people and accepting their responsibility 
as the largest occupational group of citizens. 

Too, it was thought that a contact should be pro- 
vided whereby agriculture could be contacted immed- 
iately by those who were interested in knowing 

the position of agriculture, and whereby they 

cOuld obtain the opinion of agriculture almost 
momentarily on any of the major issues in our 
province, 

The Alberta Federation of Agriculture is 
the provincial unit of the Canadian Federation 


of Agriculture which is composed of similar pro- 
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vincial federated units in the nine older provinces 
of Canada, 

In filing this submission with you we do so 
recognizing the tremendous responsibility which you 
have as a Commission in seeing that, in the develop- 
ment of the St, Lawrence Seaway, the overall interest 
of Canadian people will be recognized fully, and 
at all times will be the primary consideration of 
your gonmaae yon) and will receive precedence over 
that of any individual company or small or regional 
number of interested people, 

In viewing the functions of navigation after 
the opening of the Seaway is completed, we recognize 
the great benefits that should come from this de- 
velopment, At the same time, we know that the use 
of this lane to the sea, so far as lake navigation 
is concerned, will in all likelihood be a seasonal 
Operation for perpetuity. In recognizing this 
great handicap of the Seaway being unable to yield 
its benefits to Western Canada on a year round 
basis, it makes it all the more imperative that 
no restrictions should be placed, in respect to 
its operation, which would hamper the greatest 
possible use being made of its facilities during 
the season of navigation, 

It is of first importance to all Canadians 
that the Seaway will offer full opportunity 
fOoriche United Kingdom in particular,,.our most 
important offshore purchase of farm commodities, 


many Of which our Prairie Provinces produce the 
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Surpluses, It is almost, if not, equally important 
for other offshore countries to enjoy this open 
house approach to purchase the surplus agricultural 
commodities of Western Canada and to enjoy and share 
equal Opportunity, as our customers, to earn all 

the possible Canadian dollars that the Seaway de- 
velopment will afford, 

Farmers of Alberta look forward expectantly 
for this development to reflect very favorably in 
placing our show window and purchasing counter closer 
and at greater convenience to those who purchase 
our farm commodities, and which in recent years is 


becoming more troublesome as improved methods and 


‘techniques in production, accompanied by favorable 


climatic conditions, have led to troublesome sur- 
pluses so far as the farm people of all Canada are 
concerned, 

This new wealth, originating from the fertile 
sOils of Western Canada, immediately starts per- 
colating in the merchandising channels throughout 
Canada and to a lesser extent in international 
Trade . The result is a marked influence, and per- 
haps the cornerstone of the general economy of 
Canada, 

The Western provinces, but much more parti- 
cularly Alberta, have been at the apex of trans- 
portation facilities and charges since settlement 
of this area commenced, This position has been 
greatly aggravated and much more costly because 


of the lack of water transportation and its 
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competitive effect. Consequently we strongly submit 
that, with respect to all importing nations, Canada 
must refrain from measures that would have the 

effect of restricting or prohibiting our agricultur- 
al producers -- and the consumers of Western Canada 
-- from obtaining all the possible benefits from 

the dollars earned by our offshore customers, recog- 
nizing the assistance these earned dollars would mean 
and add to the purchasing of our exports, 

We can produce much more food in various 
forms of agricultural products if we can secure a 
reasonable price, We have proven, for instance, 
that we can produce much more of some of these pro- 
ducts than what we have been able to find a market 
for, in which case our transportation facilities 
have been a major repelling factor. The price of 
our surplus products must be one that is competi- 
tive with that of other offshore surplus producing 
nations, as well as one that will afford Western 
Canada and farmers as nearly as possible comparable 
living standards with other Canadian citizens, 

A major factor in these costs today is the 
high price of those things that go into the pro- 
duction of agricultural products, and as it is 
estimated that the farm people of this province 
account for sixty-five per cent of the merchan- 
dise purchased in Alberta, and as a great portion 
of this merchandise in its many forms comes 
from Central and Eastern Canada, the interest 


of farmers in this province in the potential 
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reduction in transportation costs added to merchan- 
dise and equipment becomes so evidently important, 

Economical transportation then, we submit, 
is of the greatest importance not only to farmers 
but to Canada's citizens ees because of the 
well known fact that agriculture is on the top rungs 
of our total export trade. 

Relative to this fact we respectfully submit 
that labor and industry, including transportation 
companies, must of necessity share the burden of 
competition in order that we Canadians can compete 
in offshore trade most effectively, and if any 
faction cannot withstand such competition; for ex- 
ample, as provided by British and foreign ships! 
labor or industry, and if in the best interest of 
Canada their functions. must be retained, then we in- 
sist that they be retained at the expense of the 
national treasury through some form of subsidization 
or otherwise -- which would be contributed to by 
all taxpayers -- rather than by restrictions on 
transportation prohibiting the fullest use and 
benefits derived from the St. Lawrence Seaway accru- 
ing to agricultural people and all citizens, 

We hasten to say that we fully recognize 
the importance to all the people of Canada of a 
thriving industry operating at capacity employment. 
We trust that it will be fully recognized also 
by others that full scale employment and the 
wheels of industry cannot continue to function 


effectively and be retained in Canada with a 
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depressed agriculture in evidence, of which the 
economic position of agriculture today once again 
indicates great danger. Neither can industry nor 
our Canadian economy continue to be thrifty and 
prosperous with a low economy in agriculture. 

We submit that no segment of the Canadian 
economy should be required to pay artificially 
higher costs in order to keep Canadian companies 
in a cOmpetitive position, nor should foreign com- 
petitive transportation companies be prohibited from 
Supplying the lowest possible rates in transporting 
the to and fro Canadian trade, The navglane vor 
their offshore cargo may well be an important con- 
Sideration to them in making foreign purchases, Also 
the hauling of these commodities may not at all 
times be first a competitive consideration in trans- 
portation, May we again point out that if certain 
Canadian transportation companies cannot stand up 
to compet ition, then there is only one altermative -- 
assuming their importance merits the necessary 
édisidariwnon v= bE ig; through use of some form 
of avdi stance and not through retaining artificial- 
ly high costs nor through barring the right to 
other transportation companies to enter our lakes, 
This could, and would, certainly affect all trans- 
portation system rates in Canada, as well as all 
industrial activity; 

It is important to agriculture and Canada 
that we move in the direction of freer trade. 


This is so important a consideration, as Canada 
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percentagewise is the largest exporter of agricul- 
ture products, Freer trade cannot be established 
to its fullest extent by establishing restraints 
or hurdles in transportation which handicap us in 
participating, with every advantage POs Ones att 
the markets of Europe and other foreign countries, 

Transportation, since Confederation and even 
before, has provided the greatest hurdle to over- 
come in respect to unification and consolidation of 
Canadian citizens and national trade, It has been 
a problem socially, industrially and economically, 
This was eloquently recognized as far back as 1897, 
notwithstanding the fact that too many have over- 
looked it during the intervening years, We are 
apt to forget and become unmindful of the efforts 
that Canada made as a nation at that time, in en- 
deavouring to facilitate transportation and to 
assimilate the people of Eastern and Western Canada, 
through the sacrifices that were made in finally 
building the first continental railway. Favorable 
concessions were made at that time, to industry 
in the East and to agriculture in the West, but 
later those concessions have been greatly reduced, 
and surely it can be recognized now that the reduc- 
tion in these considerations has not been in the 
best interest of Canadian business. 

The Seaway cannot be marred by restrictions 
at this late hour, when development and expansion 
is at its greatest moment. Just in recent years 


have we in Western Canada been able to benefit 
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from added modes of transportation, and to realize 
in a small way the benefits of the competitive fea- 
tures thereof, Up until recently we enjoyed rail 
facilities only, but in recent years transportation 
has been complemented in addition to rail by ain, 
highway, and now we are proudly looking forward to 
potential benefits that water transport has to 
offer us. It has always proven much less costly. 
We -- particularly those of us in Western agricul - 
ture -- would be greatly perturbed if by any chance 
we were to be deprived of this benefit of national 
effort and this natural heritage, 

We therefore press strongly that no added 
restrictions be established, and suggest seriously 
that the Commission review standing legislation and 
regulations with a view to possibly removing those 
which are prohibiting free access to the outlet 
of Western agrieultural commodities, 

This opening of the Seaway under the terms 
of freest possible use is perhaps equally or more 
important to us in our domestic and national trade 
than in export, This often referred to -- missing 
link -- of one thousand miles of "no mants land" 
between Winnipeg and Ottawa has continued to be 
a stubborn barrier to the Eastern and Central 
industrialists and to Western farmers, two great 
associates in Canadian life. The Seaway with

Since Sasktachewan entered confederation Dc: 
years ago and became a province of Canada, the 
income of its population has been derived chiefly 
from agriculture and, more particularly from the 
export of grain to other provinces and to world 
markets, 

The character of the soil, the normally 
Sparse rainfall during the growing season, and 
other climatic conditions, as well as the great 
distance from centres of large population have all 
contributed to directing the energies of the majority 
of Saskatchewan farmers to the production of wheat, 
although coarse grains, forage crops, livestock 
production and dairying have become increasingly 
important, in some areas of the province, 

In normal years, Saskatchewan produces 
more wheat than the other two prairie provinces 
combined. This year, the estimated 13,100,000 
acres Seeded to wheat in Saskatchewan accounts 


for 63 per cent of the total prairie wheat 
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acreage. Saskatchewan wheat production for the 
1953-1954 crop year totalled 375,000,000 of the 
586,605,000 bushels of wheat produced in the three 
prairie provinces, In addition the province 
produced 11,000,000 bushels of oats; 82,000,000 
bushels of barley; 14,400,000 bushels of rye, and 
3,500,000 bushels of flaxseed in that year,

page 52, of the 1954 report of the Board of Grain

Difference between production and marketing 
is accounted for by grain held in storage in 
elevators or on farms. 

The great percentage of Saskatchewan grain, 
particularly wheat, must be sold on world markets, 
and the long distances make transportation costs 
a big factor in the returns realized, In no other 
part of Canada is the population so dependent 


upon efficient, low-cost transportation for the 
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export of bulk commodities and the import of con- 
Sumer requirements as in Saskatchewan, 

Due to geographic location, the Saskatchewan 
grain movement is chiefly eastward to the Lakehead 
ports, and therefore Saskatchewan farmers are 
especially affected by lake shipping rates. In 
addition, most of the producer and consumer goods 
required by Saskatchewan, such as farm machinery , 
trucks and automobiles, stoves, refrigerators, and 
countless other items, must be imported from other 
parts of Canada, Again this movement is chiefly 
from the east, with transportation costs an 
important factor in the price people must pay for 
the goods they require, 

Dependent as they are on both export and 
import markets, any change in transportation rates 
has a direct bearing on the income and living 
standards of Saskatchewan farmers. 

The Saskatchewan Farmers Union, representing 
the organized farm movement in the province, feels 
strongly that transportation costs must be kept as 
low as possible, It is particularly interested in 
the coastal shipping rates on the Great Lakes-St, 
Lawrence water system, 

The importance of these rates to Saskatchewan 
can be seen in figures for lake shipments of 
Canadian grain and screenings from Fort William - 
Port Arthur, According to the publication "Grain 
Trade of Canada 1953-54", issued by the Federal 


Department of Trade and Commerce, Lake shipments 
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1 of wheat in the 1953-1954 crop year totalled 

2 134,698,514 bushels, or more than one third of total 
3 prairie marketings for that period. Lake shipments 
of oats amounted to 86,972,188 bushels; barley, 

5} 84,257,907; rye, 15,740,212, and flaxseed,

Economists and other authorities interested 
es in the seaway project have stated that deepening of 
z 4 the channel and improvements in the locks and canals 
Will so improve navigation as to make shipping much 
fi Speedier and less costly than hitherto, 
ni The United States Department of Commerce 
rs has estimated that the freight savings that will 
‘d result from an uninterrupted movement of grain in 
is large bulk carriers from the Head of the Lakes to 
= the lower St. Lawrence ports may amount to from 
i five to seven cents a bushel. 
i In 1952 the Hon, Lionel Chevrier, president 


of the St. Lawrence Seaway Authority, and at that 
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time Federal Transport Minister, speaking in Winnipeg 
and Saskatoon, estimated that the present 16-cent- 
per bushel cost of shipping grain the 1200 miles 

from Port Arthur and Fort William to Montreal, 

could be reduced by approximately six cents per 
bushel (including trans-shipment charges of one 

cent) when the seaway is completed, 

As this Commission is aware, Prairie growers 
pay rail transportation costs on grain moving 
east as far as the Lakehead. From the Lakehead 
east, transportation costs are paid by the buyer, 
But there is no doubt that transportation costs 
affect the willingness of the importer to purchase 
wheat at the Lakehead, and the final return to the 
farmer. Any reduction in Lake shipping costs, 
therefore, will undoubtedly assist in the marketing 
of our grain, and, in the case of wheat particularly, 
will place it in a much better competitive position 
on world markets, This has become a matter of 
paramount importance to Canada's export trade in a 
period in which surplus world grain holdings have 
greatly sharpened competition for markets, 

But Saskatchewan farmers are not concerned 
solely with possible reductions in shipping costs 
on outward grain movement. They realize that 
estimates of savings have been calculated on the 
basis of coastal shipping as it is carried on at 
present, where most of the carriers travel up- 
stream in ballast, and rates consequently are 


based on a one-way cargo. 
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With the completion of the seaway it should be 
possible for lake vessels as well as ocean-going 
freighters to carry cargo west to the Head of the 
Lakes, and return eastward loaded with grain, 

For example, Saskatchewan farmers hope that when 
the seaway is completed, coastal shipment of Ungava 
ore to Lake ports will result in direct savings on 
prices of farm machinery and many other items pur- 
chased by them and imported by this route. 

The Saskatchewan Farmers Union takes the 
stand that the economic benefits made possible by 
the seaway in lower rates and faster shipment 
must be passed on to the Canadian people as a whole 
and must not be diverted to enrich a few privileged 
groups. 

They are alarmed by indications that already 
pressure is developing on the part of Lake shipping 
interests and the Canadian shipbuilding industry, as 
well as others, to create a monopoly over seaway 
shipping and to remove competition, 

In the past, Great Lake ship owners have 
been secured against effective competition by a 
clause in the Canadian Shipping Act that limits 
port-to-port shipping on inland waters to vessels 
of Canadian and United Kingdom registry. Up to 
this time, there have been no restrictions on 
foreign vessels carrying direct export shipments 
but the limitations of the present St. Lawrence 
waterway have kept competition from ocean-going 


ships at a minimum. But once the channel is 
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deepened and the locks and canals improved there 
will be no physical barrier to prevent ocean-going 
freighters bring overseas cargoes to the Lakehead 
and taking on grain cargoes for their return 

voyage. According to press reports, at least eight 
European shipping lines are preparing to participate 
in seaway traffic insofar as foreign-bound shipments 
are concerned, 

We understand that the owners of Lake shipping 
firms are seeking a monopoly on all seaway traffic 
and the exclusion even of United Kingdom vessels 
from port-to-port shipping. It appears that the 
Canadian shipbuilding interests would go further and 
ask that none but Canadian-built ships be permitted 
to use the seaway. The basis of their argument is 
that Canadian shipping cannot compete because of 
the lower wages paid to seamen by the shipping 
lines of other countries, If these interests are 
successful in limiting the use of the St. Lawrence 
Seaway to Canadian vessels, it is apparent that the 
transportation savings made possible by development 
of this great inland waterway will never be 
realized. 

It has been claimed that Canada cannot build 
and man merchant ships in competition with other 
countries, and that this country needs a merchant 
fleet as part of its defence program, We would 
suggest that the question of a merchant fleet in 
the interests of defence is a matter that should 


be left to our Department of National Defence, 
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It may be that their solution would be the acquisition 
of a government-owned merchant marine or the payment 
of direct subsidies to the Canadian shipping 
industry. In either case, the cost would be borne 
by all the tax-payers, which, our organization 
believes, would be preferable to creating a monopoly 
that would tend to cripple the natural growth and 
expansion of the Canadian economy. 

The Saskatchewan Farmers Union believes that 
protection of the Lake shipping industry cannot be 
justified if such protection means increased costs 
for the users of water transportation, and the 
limitation of expansion both in agricultural and 
industrial production, as well as restriction of 
our foreign trade, 

Our organization, therefore, urges this 
Commission, in its study of the coasting trade, to 
rule in favor of free access to the St. Lawrence 
Seaway by the ships of all nations, and the 
establishment of competitive coastal shipping 
rates in the interests not only of a prosperous 
agriculture, but of an expanding national economy. 

While the Saskatchewan Farmers Union 
realizes that rail transport costs do not come 
within the scope of the Commission's terms of 
reference, we suggest that the close relationship 
between competitive water and rail rates cannot 
be ignored in any examination of the coasting 
trade.

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The above table makes it clear that any 
marked reduction in export volume of Canadian wheat 
would have a serious effect on national income and 
welfare. Canada's reputation in world wheat markets 
has been built because a rigidly-graded, high- 
quality product has always been supplied.

As an organization of producers, the Saskat- 
chewan Wheat Pool has always maintained that every 
approach must be investigated of increasing our 
trade with the United Kingdom and other foreign 
countries, For many years, and particularly since 
the war, the United Kingdom and other European 
countries have been forced to depend on their 
ocean fleets to provide much of the dollar currency 
they require to pay for imports from Canada, We 
Submit that the national interest of Canada might 
be well served at the present time by considering 
every possible means of encouraging the maintenance 
and further development of the United Kingdom and 
foreign shipping industries, 

The United Kingdom is by far the largest 
buyer of Canadian wheat, and is our best market 
for many other products. This bi-lateral trade is 
limited to some extent by the dollar currency 
position of the United Kingdom. Any action to 
increase trade between the two countries would be 
reflected in greater economic activity in Canada, 

National Defence 

A basic shipping and shipbuilding industry 
is of vital importance for national defence. We 
understand that this argument has been used before 
your Commission as a reason for providing 
additional protection for the lake shipping 


industry. In reply, we would first reiterate a 
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1 statement made previously; that until such time as 

2 it becomes evident that the Canadian lake ship 

3 industry is in financial jeopardy, no action is 

4) necessary. 

5 If some action is deemed necessary in future, 
6 due to defence requirements, we believe it should

age scale from there to their destination, 

To determine this flat rate or "Basing Arbi- 
trary", mileages from certain key points in the 
territory were averaged and the rate was then set 
at half of that average. In other words, in order 
to meet the competition of the water carriers where 
it existed the railways had to practically cut their 
norma bsavaves inthalt, 

This "Basing Arbitrary" did not drop all-rail 
rates to the level of water rates, The railways 
realized that because of speedier service, the avoi- 
dance of transshipment of goods and the consequent 
lessening of the risk of loss and damage, they 
could charge a slightly higher rate than water 
carriers and still meet the competition, The 
amount by which all-rail rates exceeded water rates 
was called the "differential", 

Here it should be pointed out that the 
level of the "Basing Arbitrary" indicated the ex- 
tent to which the railways decided to meet the 
competition of the water carriers, The differ- 
ential indicated the extent to which the railways 
decided NOT to meet that competition, 

ENCROACHMENT ON THE FREEDOM OF WATER CARRIERS 


Having been forced to reduce rates to meet 
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water competition, the railways were not long in 
developing plans to circumscribe and limit the extent 
of this competition. This is a not uncommon prac- 
tice in transportation and there have been many 

cases where competition has been met, not by cutting 
rates but by persuading competitors to increase 
theirs, 

As early as 1896 The Winnipeg Board of ade, 
as this Chamber was then known, was opposing the 
cosy arrangement by which the C.P.R. representatives 
sat down with representatives of some of the lake 
carriers to discuss rates. Those who agreed to the 
"conference" rates were granted through Bills of 
Lading and special rates and others were "out in 
the cold" so far as the Railway was concerned, 

This is the kind of practice which in any 
industry other than transportation, would today 
bring investigation and condemnation by the Combines 
Investigator. Asvarmarrerroimm@act)Vin the! field 
of ocean shipping, the Board of Transport Commis- 
Sioners has fairly recently ruled that adherence 
to “conference” rates cannot be made a necessary 
condition for the granting of through Bills of 
Lading and the railways have been ordered to ex- 
tend that privilege to the rate-cutting Irish 
Steamships, Limited, 

In 1917, legislation was introduced in 
the House of Commons which would have had the

The Hudson Bay Route Associatipn "Submission" 
was prepared with the conception that it might 
inspire in some meagre degree the start of a new 
Canadian Coastal Shipping Policy. 

We are engaged in the promotion of the 
Hudson Bay Shipping Route Via Port Churchill, which 
is setting a new record this year for export of 
Western Canadian Wheat, 

It is estimated that the 1955 shipping season 
in Hudson Bay and tributary waters, ine luding. the 
Distant Early Warning Radar Line, will witness an 
approximate half million Ship tons of cargo moved 
by more than 50 deep sea merchant vessels consisting 
of 80% British Commonwealth Registry and 20% under 
various foreign flags, 

This development is but the beginning of a 
great immediate opportunity for the commencement 
of a build up of a world wide competitive Canadian 
deep sea Merchant fleet in accordance with the 
views as expressed in our "Submission" presented, 

Canada is the only great trading nation 
today that does not in some way assist its own 
shipping, which is almost the only important 
Canadian industry that is not being protected in 


some manner, 
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Yet our vast sea bound country has a 
vanishing ocean fleet, a threatened Great Lakes 
fleet, a declining shipbuilding industry and no 
National Shipping policy. If the old sea faring 
phrase "a country is known by her ships" has any 
truth, then Canada indeed is the unknown country. 
Restricted or non-competitive water shipping 
surely cannot be the answer if we are to encourage 
and improve such a pitiful situation, If it 
can be definitely proven that unforeseen unfavorable 
conditions have anaeen toward any particular 
Canadian shipping industry through Canada's 
international deep sea shipping concessions to 
her allies after the second great war, which 
might be doubtful, then it would appear imperative 
for Canada to at once commence a Speedy build up 
of a new competitive Merchant deep sea fleet, so 
that she could goon become prepared and be in a 
safe position to gradually eliminate any such 
disadvantage, 

In all of Canada's Coastal waters there 
will be far in excess of 50 million tons available 
for ship movement annually in a very short period 
and the unanswered question is, why has ninety five 
per cent of this tonnage to be carried each year 
in Merchant ships of various countries and not by 
Canadian vessels to the different parts of the 
world,

STATEMENT ON BEHALF OF THE MANITOBA FEDERATION OF 
AGRICULTURE AND CO-OPERATION 
To: The Chairman and Members of the Royal Commission 
on the Coasting Trade of Canada, 

The Manitoba Federation of Agriculture and 
Co-operation has asked me to attend your hearing 
in Winnipeg and express to you its concern that 
some of the proposals made to you would in effect 
remove any benefits which western Canada might 
expect to receive from the construction of the 
St. Lawrence waterway. 

The basic attitude of the Federation on the 
Subjects with which you are concerned is Simple to 
state but like most simple statements it is some- 
what more difficult to put into effect. 

The Federation feels that in principle 
policies should be adopted which will encourage 
the greatest possible reduction of export grain 
rates and of rates for carrying other goods between 
the Lakehead and Eastern Canada in either direction, 
The Federation recognizes that it is necessary to 
take into account the possibility that excess 
competition may deprive Canada of a Steady and 
reliable source of shipping in these waters but 


it feels that there is strong evidence that 
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economy and convenience of operation of the large 
lake freighters will continue to provide sufficient 
incentive to maintain in the lakes a substantial 
volume of that type of shipping, 

Canada will be spending many millions of 
dollars over the next few years to pay the cost of 
constructing the Seaway, It is true that much of 
the cost will be borne by the power developments 
but even if these are fully met there will be 
substantial additional costs for the navigation 
facilities alone, It would be the height of 
foolishness to pay out thoee large sums and at the 
Same time impose restrictions so severe that we 
fail to secure any return in lowered transportation 
costs, 

Manitoba's farmers have always been vitally 
concerned with transportation costs. The marketing 


arrangemonts for farm products are such that in 


almost every case the price is that set by competition 


in the great consuming cities and the Manitoba 
farmer then receives that price less the cost of 
getting his product to the market. For this reason 
Manitoba farmers have always resisted any proposal 
vo raise transportation costs on their products, 
They are equally opposed to any proposal which 
would deprive them of a potential saving on trans- 
portavion. Gosts;, 


On the other hand most of the main farm 


the price is set at the point of production and 
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the purchaser then bears the cost of delivery, Farm 
machinery, automobiles, clothing, furniture and 

many imported foods are in this category. For this 
reason Manitoba farmers have always resisted any 
proposal to raise transportation costs on their 
inbound supplies. Again they are equally opposed 

to any proposal which would deprive them of a 
potential saving on transportation costs. 

The importance of these marketing arrange- 
ments is magnified when it is realized that Manitoba 
is located well over 1,000 miles from its main 
markets and its main sources of supply. From 
Winnipeg to Toronto is approximately 1,250 miles 
by railway and this is the shortest distance to 
any eee eastern city. 

All our major outbound shipments are, there- 
fore, moved at least that distance. Our grain goes 
to Fort William and Port Arthur and from there it 
goes largely by water to eastern Canada for 
consumption or to the Atlantic ports for export, 

On these items we are directly concerned with the 
rates for lake carriers and with handling charges 
for transhipments at the lower lake and St. Lawrence 
ports. Our meats and dairy products go by rail or 
truck to eastern Canada and on these items we are 
concerned that water shipment rates should be 
available as a potential competitive factor even 

if in practice very little movement by water is 
likely to occur, 


The importance of shipments to eastern 
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Canada on these items is indicated by the following 
data taken from a sample Survey made by the Board 
of Transport Commissioners covering rail shipments 
occurring on selected days in 1953, From that 
survey the following figures were obtained with 
respect to rail shipments originating in Manitoba 
for Canadian destinations. The figures represent 
the average day during the test period,

It should be remembered that the grain move- 
ment by rail is largely moved to the Lakehead, 
Consequently, the above figures reflecting only 
the rail traffic do not tell the whole story of 
transportation costs on those items. The figures 
for the other commodities make it abundantly clear 
that the long haul eastbound traffic past the 
lakes is a predominant part of all shipments 
originating in Manitoba, 


With respect to shipments terminating in 
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Manitoba the proportion of the movement from beyond 
the lakes is almost equally great. The two great 
exceptions are coal and lumber where our supplies 
come almost exclusively from the west. The 
corresponding figures on inbound Shipments are:

It is clear from the above figures that 
traffic to and from beyond the Great Lakes is of 
major importance to Manitoba, 

These points are not new. Indeed they have 
been long recognized and they have formed the basis 
of the stand taken by representatives of Manitoba 
from the earliest days after the provincewas 
Settled. These points are, however, of such 
fundamental importance that they merit restatement 
before each new commission that begins to consider 
transportation in relation to Manitoba and its 


agricultural development, 
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In the light of these facts it is relatively 
easy to see why the spokesmen for Manitoba 
Agriculture have always favoured in principle the 
lowest possible rates for shipments to and from 
eastern Canada and beyond, Indeed settlers in large 
numbers were unable to come into this region until 
they had a guarantee of relatively cheap transport 
as a result of the building of the railway. Under 
modern conditions the same outlook prevails and 
the basic position is to favour lower transport 
costs if at all possible. The only qualification 
to that position is the reservation that account 
Should be taken of the possibility that excess 
competition may deprive Canada of a steady and 
reliable source of shipping in the Lakes, With 
present day rail and truck facilities one can 
scarcely anticipate any major upset to western 
Canada if water carriers should withdraw from 
traffic of the types which can be moved by land 
facilities and those types seem to cover all west- 
bound traffic to Manitoba and all eastbound Lrartiic 
from Manitoba except grain. In other words, it is 
frankly admitted that in traffic other than grain 
the interest of Manitoba agriculture is to encourage 
competition real or potential between water and 
land carriers rather to depend to any great extent 
upon water carriers, 

In the case of grain shipments the use of 
water carriers is much more important but on the 


other hand these are largely specialized bulk 
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1 cargo units whicn have substantial operating and 
2 handling advantages over ocean carriers under lake 
3 conditions. The Federation is, therefore, confident 
4 that there is little danger that carriers of this 
5 type will be driven out of business by any foreign

1955, and in reply T have. to. state.that: this Society 
does not take any responsibility for the voyage out 
when ships are built to class for a limited service. 
The usual procedure in the case of ships built in 
Britain is for the U.K. Ministry of Transport to 
issue certificates for the voyage out when they 
have satisfied themselves that the vessel is suit- 
ably ballasted and/or stiffened, etc, 

We are therefore not in a position to say 
what the Ministry of Transport would require in 
any particular case, but taking the case of the 
"T, R. McLAGAN" it would appear that the Inter- 
national Loadline Standard of strength could be 
obtained with the draught reduced to that of a 


reasonable ballast condition, and we feel that 
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the Ministry would be willing to issue a certificate 
for the vessel to cross the Atlantic in such a con- 
dition, particularly if a suitable season were 
chosen, 

There is, however, a further aspect to the 
broad question of future vessels of this type, and 
that is that the Owners may require them to go as 
far as, say, the East coast of Newfoundland. Such 
an extension of service would mean that the ships 
would be required to be to all intents and purposes, 
up to full seagoing standard and therefore quite 
suitable for an Atlantic crossing so far as strength 
is concerned, In this connection preliminary in- 
vestigation of an existing vessel, L/D about 17.0, 
shows strengthening for such a service to be imprac- 
ticable without the addition of a trunk, or an 
increase in the depth,

During 1954, the National Shrine of Notre 
Dame du Cap received about 1,300,000 pilgrims and 
visitors from all the Canadian Provinces and from 
several of the United States, All came to pray and 
meditate, 

It is in anticipation of that progress that 
the authorities of the Shrine have requested and ob- 
tained from the City of Cap de la Madeleine and, 
through Mr. Irenee Rochefort, M,P, at Ottawa, from 
the Federal Government, the opening of a new passage- 
way going down to the Cap de la Madeleine wharf 
located opposite the street leading to the Shrine, 
which runs through the centre of the lands which be- 
long to a religious fabric and corporation, The 
new road was granted on a width of 65 feet by that 
religious corporation of the Oblate Missionaries 
along the fence of the Consolidated Paper Company, 
while the Federal Authorities built along the shore 
in the vicinity of the wharf, a solid protection 
wall on which the Shrine Authorities had earth 


carted, That new road and that shore clear the old 
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sloping passageway to the wharf which is very narrow 
and has been for many years in a really pitiful con- 
dition and dangerous for pedestrians. 

The final closing of the old sloping passage- 
way to the wharf which passes on our property has 
not yet been obtained because the new sloping passage- 
way is not steady enough yet. As the new passage- 
way to the wharf is precisely the wall erected by 
the Federal Authorities, it seems that the latter 
should finish their protection wall by a thick coat 
of asphalt and a concrete gutter for the draining of 
rain water, if not, water and frost will penetrate 
into the vall and the stones in the wall will fall 
into the river, At that place, the river channel 
is very close to the shore and to its wall; that 
is where the trans-Atlantic steamers pass with their 
high waves, while the ordinary current is already 
rapid there, It is known that already a wall has 
disappeared in the water, the one that was built by 
the Government during the first year I came to Cap 
devia Madeleine, that’ is) to say, in 1O48, 

For the benefit of a vast public which visit 
Cap de la Madeleine, especially at that place, it 
is necessary that the wall in question be com- 
pleted and covered with asphalt, so that it may be 
a real guarantee of durability and protection for 
the shore, That is why we earnestly hope that the 
Federal Authorities will do everything possible 


to complete the wall thoroughly, 
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Hoping, Your Worship, that this point of view 


which is also your own, will prevail, I am,

1948. It can be accepted that such provisions are 
not in force and will not be proclaimed until the 
Convention is ratified. To the extent to which the 
sections thus noted are observed not to relate to 
requirements of the Convention it may be accepted 
that they represent tidying up by the draftsman 
and state the law in force in substance if not in 
form.

(that is, since about 1890) it has been character- 
istic of the trade in merchandise between the

The table which follows (taken from serial 
records in The Canada Year Book, and from the

The United Kingdom financed her obligation, 
in gold or dollar, to the Dollar Area by means 
of the "favourable" net balances of payments which 
she maintained in 1954, with a number of countries 
in other monetary groups, particularly the 
Sterling Area, 

Financial Relationships with Countries in 
Other Areas, 

The several Areas within which the various 
trading countries concerned have been grouped, 
for purposes of record, in the Balance of Payments 
Yearbook are:- the Dollar Area; Sterling Area; 
Organization for European Economic Co-operation 
(O.E.E.C.) Countries and Dependencies; Other 
Western Hemisphere; and Other Countries, 

The relationship of the balance of payments 
of the United Kingdom with the last-named group, 
Other Countries, is of the same character as her 
relationship with the countries in the Dollar Area: 
that is to say, vis-a-vis the countries in this 
Group, the United Kingdom found herself in 1954 
faced with a net obligation, over-all, to be 
met by the tender of gold or foreign exchange 
acceptable to them, 

The position with reference to these Other 
Countries is here set forth in terms of the pound 
sterling. On current account in 1954, the United 


Kingdom bought about £37 millions more of goods 
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and services from these Other Countries, taken 
together, than she was able to pay for, by selling 
her own exports of goods and services to them, 

At the same time, the United Kingdom 
increased her net capital assets in these Other 
Countries, taken together, by about #11 millions. 

Over-all in that year, this resulted in a 
final obligation to these Other Countries, of 
about * 48 millions, on the current and capital 
accounts combined, 

With the three remaining groups of countries - 
Sterling Area, O.,E,E.C, Members and Dependencies, 
and Other Western Hemisphere - the relationship 
of the balance of payments of the United Kingdom 
was otherwise. In respect of each group, there 
resulted from the transactions of 1954 a final 
obligation in favour of the United Kingdom, to be 
discharged (of course) by the debtor countries in 
gold or foreign exchange acceptable to the United 
Kingdom, 

For example, with all of the countries in 
the Sterling Area, taken together, the United 
Kingdom had a favourable balance on current 
aceount, of about ~ 269 millions: | that is’ to-say, 
these countries bought goods and services from 
the United Kingdom, which cost them ¥ 269 millions 
more than they were able to pay for, by selling 
their own exports of goods and services to the 


United Kingdom, 
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But at the same time, the United Kingdom 
increased her capital assets in other countries 
belonging to the Sterling Area, by about ¢ 153 
millions, 

Over-all in that year, the two changes thus 
produced a net credit of #116 millions in favour 
of the United Kingdom, from the countries in the 
Sterling Area, 

Similarly, the United Kingdom sold #31 millions 
more of goods and services to O.E,E,C, Countries 
and Dependencies, taken together, then they were 
able to pay for, by selling their own exports of 
goods and services to the United Kingdom. 

As in the case of the Sterling Area countries, 
so did the United Kingdom increase (by about +16 
millions) her capital assets in this 0.E.E.C, 
group of countries aiso, 

The net result of the two movements was a 
credit of +15 millions due to the United Kingdom 
from O,E,E.C, Members and their Dependencies, 

The nature of the relationship of the United 
Kingdom with other countries of the Western 
Hemisphere was somewhat different, but the final 
result was the same: the United Kingdom achieved 
a favourable net balance on current and capital 
accounts combined. 

In that year, the United Kingdom bought 
from this group of countries about *2 millions

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It has been stated publicly that with the 
advent of the Seaway the cost of transporting grain 
from the Lakehead to Montreal will be reduced by 
45 to 5 cents, We are not aware of the basis on 
which this reduction was calculated but it is 
evident that to achieve such a reduction means that:- 

(a) Only) lange, Upper: Lakers. say ofa 

capacity of 550,000 bushels or more 
can be used, (Due to the increased 
efficiency of the large vessels). 

(bo) That all the present trans-shipment 

points will be by-passed, 

(c) That the tolls charged for the use 

of the Seaway will not nullify a large 
proportion of the reduction in trans- 
portation costs. 

(d) Storage and handling facilities at 

pt. Lawrence Ports, particularily at 

Montreal, should be increased 

sufficiently to prevent costly unload 

delays to lake boats. 

it is our firm belief that the grain trade 

through the port of Montreal will be increased 
after the St. Lawrence Seaway is completed, 
provided the port has completely adequate 


facilities for rapid and efficient receipt of 
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grain by Upper Lakers and for discharge of grain 
to overseas shipping. 
Our reasons for having this belief are 
based upon the following major considerations: - 
The present export routes for grain from 
Canada are:-

a. Rail to ‘Churchilh, then 
Deep sea shipping to Europe, etc,

It follows also that the existing higher 


cost differential of shipping grain to Montreal 
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1 by rail via Georgian Bay or by all rail, will 
2 increase, and the saving in time by rail shipment 
2 will reduce, and except under special conditions 


4 it appears that shipment of grain to Montreal by 


5 rail will virtually cease. 

6 This would have a most significant effect 
7 on the grain receipts by water at Montreal, since 
8 at present some 40% of all grain received in a 

9 shipping season arrives by rail. 

10 This grain in the future will presumably 
11 arrive by water and will result in an increase of 
12 66% over present receipts by water, 

13 If advantage of the lower cost movement to 
14 Montreal by large Upper Lakers is to be fully 

15 realized then the need for Georgian Bay elevators 
£0 will be greatly reduced (present combined storage 
capacity for export grain approximately 25 million 
i bushels). 

i Any reduction in the amount of grain moved 
- from the Lakehead through Georgian Bay by rail 

_ to Montreal will result in an equivalent quantity 
om being moved by water from the Lakehead, either 

< direct overseas or to Montreal or other overseas 
a trans-shipment points. 

- In the last few months, the United States 
a has been doing much more export grain business 

a than we are doing in Canada. The majority of 

s this grain is moving via Buffalo and other Eastern 
29 


Lake ports through New York and other Atlantic 
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1 Seaboard ports, also via rail and Mississippi River 
2 boats through Gulf ports. In the case of the 

3 movement through Buffalo, grain movement costs are 
4 running from 5 cents to 7 cents per bushel over 

5 what the cost would be via St. Lawrence ports if 

6 the grain could be moved that way. None of this 

7 grain is at present moving through the St. Lawrence, 
8 because the Transport Controller has prohibited 

9 this movement apparently due to congestion and 

10 insufficient capacity at the St. Lawrence ports. 

11 Once the Seaway is completed, the largest 

12 part of this export U.S, grain could and should 


move through this Seaway, provided the facilities 


14 are there to handle it, and we believe that since 
15 the Seaway is a joint Canada-U.S.A. project there 
A will be a definite obligation on Canada to supply 
a these facilities to allow the U.S, grain trade to 
He obtain benefits from the new St. Lawrence Seaway. 
nf We are afraid that it will at that time

- The fact that Chicago, with more than 

a 30 million bushels existing capacity, is to have

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are already going ahead with plans to take advantage 
OL “cievseaway for °U. ‘S. grain shipments, This 

fact further highlights the complete inadequacy 

of the present proposals that Montreal should have 
elevator capacity for export grain less than 

20 million bushels. 

From the foregoing we believe that Montreal 
can attract a larger proportion of Canadian and 
United States export grain shipping in the future 
than it does at present, provided that deep sea 
shipping does not steal a great deal of the grain 
from the Lakehead for direct export to Europe. 
Further, as stated previously, receipts by rail 
Will virtually cease, and receipts by water should 

Lakehead working capacity amounts to 
approximately 35 million bushels. At present export 
grain from this storage is handled largely by 
combined storage transfer facilities at; 

(I) Georgian Bay 25 million bushels 


(II) Transfer Elevators 15 4 " 


(III) Montreal 15 i" n 

(IV) Other Lower St. 
Lawrence Ports te " " 
TOTAL 67 " M" 


The facilities at Montreal have been 
inadequate and antiquated for a considerable period 
of time. Because of congestion: in the Port and 


the limitations of small canallers available to 
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transport the grain, it has not always been possible 
to handle all the export business through there, 
that might have been done. Often there has not 
been sufficient space available to take care of 
Canadian Exports, and as is well known, practically 
no U. S. business has been handled, although 
quite a large volume would have been possible in 
recent years, if the facilities had been available, 

To provide adequate facilities at Montreal 
after the Seaway has been completed, there should 
be provided additional storage space to provide 
for approximately the amount of ineffective storage 
space that will then exist at Bay Ports and other 
Transfer Ports on the St, Lawrence route. This may 
prove adequate for Canadian export grain but there 
will need to be provided additional storage space 
for a possible and probably large volume of United 
States grain that should be moving through this 
channel, The volume of this movement might at 
times be as large as the volume of Canadian grain, 

The other most doubtful and controversial 
factor which must be taken into account in any 
assessment of the future movement of grain through 
Montreal or other St. Lawrence ports is the amount 
of grain which may move direct from the Lakehead 
overseas thus by-passing Montreal, 

Some of the considerations involved in this 
matter are examined in the following paragraphs, 


In recent years grain shipped from 
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Montreal has been carried in the following types 
of vessel: 

60% in Ocean Liners 

33% in tramps arriving in ballast 

7% in tramps arriving with some cargo 

With regard to the liners, it is obvious 
that all such vessels have and presumably still 
will have in the future, a reason for coming to 
Montreal and no other place; subject to modification 
by the relatively small proportion which may make 
Toronto their Canadian iia ih 

The tramps arriving in ballast, or with 
very light cargoes, will presumably have little 
incentive to proceed up the Lakes if grain is 
available at Montreal, due to the canal tolls and 
the fact that considerable additional time will 
be consumed at reduced speed through the canals and 
Great Lakes connecting waterways {and due to the 
Waterway draft limitations) at reduced capacity 
whilst within the Great Lakes. 

However, even if all of the existing tramps 
did proceed to the Head of the Lakes the grain 
they could carry in one season from the Lakehead 
would only be some 50% of the amount they presently 
carry from Montreal due to the increased time on 
voyage and reduced capacity within the Lakes. 
This figure represents only 20% of the grain 
presently exported from Montreal. 


If only tramps presently operating on the 
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Montreal trade are employed there will therefore 
be a shipping deficiency to take care of the 
CE 20% and this would require additional 
ocean shipping, for which we can see little reason 
due to the seasonal and spasmodic nature of our 
grain business and the fact that design features 
of efficient deep sea vessels are quite different 
from those which are required for operation with 
maximum efficiency in the Great Lakes and St. 
Lawrence Waterway. 

It must be remembered that in any voyage 
these vessels would spend only some 30% of their 
time in the Lakes for only some 50% of the year, 
or an average of only 15% of their petal, opera ving 
time. 

If the Canadian Coasting Trade is not 
restricted to Canadian vessels it would appear 
logical that British shipowners will not produce 
Ships for this, trade which wilt operave from the 
Lakehead directly overseas, but will be more 
inclined to design and produce vessels which 
will operate with maximum efficiency from the 
Lakehead to Montreal and leave the present tramp 
shipping to carry the grain.overseas: 

If the Coasting Trade is restricted to 
Canadian vessels such shipping will definitely be 
available since present Canadian Great Lakes 
shipping companies already possess many suitable 


vessels and would certainly be prepared to augment 
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their existing fleets as required, 

From the foregoing, we see that provided 
Montreal has adequate facilities it is extremely 
unlikely that as much as 20% of the grain presently 
shipped through the port will be lost to vessels 
shipping direct from the Lakehead. 

If we are right about the movement of U. S. 
grain we should bear in mind the fact that most 
of the foregoing arguments will apply equally to 
this movement, 

In other words, although great quantities 
of general cargo will now want to find their way 
to U. S. ports in Lake Erie and Lake Michigan, 
due to the time lost in the Great Lakes canal 
systems including the Welland and due to the 
different draft and other factors operating 
against efficient operation of Ocean vessels in 
the Lal ,, Montreal can and should be able to 
attract: 

(a) The movement of U. S. grain to Montreal 
in properly designed Great Lakes type 
shipping. It will be realized that 
the movement of grain from the Lakes 
will, in the foreseeable future, 
always greatly exceed the movement 
of general cargo into the Lakes. 

(bo) The receipt for trans-shipment at 
Montreal of large quantities of 


general cargo for U. S. Great Lakes 
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1 ports, 

2 In connection with this we visualize a 
3 great future for the Port of Montreal 
4 if it seizes the opportunity. 

5 Few Great Lakes ports are suitable 

6 for the rapid receipt and discharge 

7 of general cargoes and Montreal could 
8 become the clearing house for most of 
9 these cargoes which could be trans- 
10 shipped and re-assembled at Montreal 
11 for loading into suitably designed 

12 Great Lakes general cargo carriers. 

13 To forecast or estimate the future require- 


14) ments of the Port of Montreal for grain or for 


15 general cargo is most difficult and any analysis 
16 or forecast would be open to doubt or criticism. 
17 We, however, believe that the foregoing 
18 


comments have indicated that the loss to Montreal 


19 due to ships by-passing the Port for Canadian grain 
20 should be relatively small and should be more than 
at offset by U. S. grain and by the more attractive 

- movement via Montreal compared with shipping via 

a Vancouver or Churchill. 

ee However, if we assume that the grain movement 
ae, through Montreal will not increase but will remain 
o as at present, it still appears to us that the 

_ changes now proposed for Montreal by the National 
28 Harbours Board are entirely inadequate and lacking 
29 


in foresight and there should be additional new

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facilities for at least twenty-five million bushels, 
with adequate unloading facilities, and with at 
least some facilities for drying and conditioning 
grain that may be spoiled in transit from the — 
Lakehead, which facilities have been sorely missed 
at times in the past, 

On the assumption that Georgian Bay is 
reduced in effectiveness to 50%, then it would 
appear that storage to match the present movement 
should be provided as follows: 

(3) Georgian Bay effective 124 million bushels 


(II) Other lower St, 
Lawrence ports 12 " " 


(III) Montreal increased to 424 " " 


TOUAL 67 million bushels 


If Montreal is not increased to about 
42 million bushels, it would appear that the 
capacity of other lower St. Lawrence ports should 
be increased so as to give these ports, together 
with Montreal, a combined storage capacity of at 
least 54 million bushds and even then full 
consideration would not have been given to the 
anticipated movement of U. S. grain through the 
Waterway or the other reasons for probable 
increased movement through Montreal as discussed 
earlier in these notes. 

We believe that the actual requirements at 
Montreal when the Seaway is completed are greatly 


obscured by the fact that the Bay port and Lower 
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Lake transfer elevators are au Dresent,, win’ £acc, 
part of the Montreal storage system although not 
recognized as such, 

It may be somewhat difficult to appreciate 
that Georgian Bay port elevators are in fact at 
present part of the St. Lawrence storage system, 
but it must be remembered that at present when grain 
has left the Lakehead, up to the time it leaves 
Canada, grain is actually in transit or in storage 
in ships, Bay Port and Lower Lake transfer elevators 
or Montreal and St. Lawrence elevators. 

This reservoir of storage ex the Lakehead 
has been found to be absolutely necessary up to the 
present and the reasons are evident for supposing 
any reduction could be accepted, 

To put the matter in better perspective we 
strongly recommend that the Board examine the 
facilities provided and the quantity of grain 
shipped annually through ports such as Buffalo, 
Chicago, the Pacific Coast (Vancouver, New West- 
minster and Prince Rupert as one group) and 
Churchill, which ports do not have these artificial 
reservoirs of storage. 

The question of facilities which are required 
cannot possibly be determined by averages of 
receipts, loadings or number of ships over any 
period, they must be determined after making a 
comprehensive analysis of the existing facilities 


and how those facilities satisfy requirements at 
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1} peak periods. 

2 It is our performance during the peak periods 
3] and the conditions which apply at that time which to 
4 a large extent determine our ability to sell and 

5} ship wheat. 

6 It is also evident that with the reduction 

7) in grain coming to Montreal by rail, and the fact 

8} that the transfer elevators will be ineffective and 


the movement will therefore be to Montreal in large 


10 Upper Lakers, peak conditions are likely to be 

11) worsened. 

12 If the reasoning in these notes is even 

13 generally accepted it is evident that Montreal can 
it have a future far greater than is generally 

15 appreciated and can be of immeasurably greater 

18 importance than it is at present. 

7 It can, in effect, move the Lakehead to 

vi Montreal and the grain, in the future, can be in 

- position in Montreal far nearer the consuming areas 
- than is the Lakehead, with the grain poised in 

“e position ready for movement overseas with the least 
a2 possible loss of time, thus materially facilitating 
oe the handling of a larger volume of Canadian grain. 
om This will probably require some changes in 
25 


the present methods of selling and handling export 
wheat, but it is submitted that such changes will 
not only be logical but will actually be 


inevitable,

Whilst not apparently directly connected 
30 
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with the Port of Montreal, we feel that other sig- 
nificant factors must be borne in mind if the new 
Waterway and Montreal Harbour are both to develop 
their maximum potential and so become the great 
transportation boom which is anticipated and 
advertised, 

Merely opening up access to the Great Lakes 
to vessels of say 25 feet draft is not enough, they 
must, in all phases of their operation be handled 
expeditiously and efficiently. 

If they are not handled this way great 
financial loss will develop and the anticipated 
saving in transportation costs will certainly not 
be realized. 

Looming large in the minds of Canadian 
Shipping operators is the anticipated lost time 
which appears inevitable in the present Welland 
Canal and in the new St. Lawrence single lock canal 
sections, 

Money lost by the Shipping Industry due 
to delays in the Welland Canal have increased 
alarmingly in recent years, 

In 1953 the average passage time through 
the Welland Canal was 11 hours l10minutes, this 

being 50% more than the average in 1935 and 35% 
more than in 1945, The increase in time is, of 
course, principally due to the increased number 
of passages which were 5091 in 1935, 6484 in 1945 


and 9372 in 1953. 
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The conditions in 1954 were even worse than 
those in 1953. Canada Steamship Lines alone (who 
have kept careful records) have many passages in 
excess of 16 hours. Up to the end of June this year 
Canada Steamship Lines vessels had waited a total 
of 822 hours to get into the canal, apart from the 
lost time in making the passage through. 

It must be remembered that it takes as long 
to lock a” 10O;O0CO” ton ship’ agit does a” 22",000° ton 
one, although the tonnage of cargo passed through 
the canal is more than doubled with the larger 
vessel. 

At present 40% of grain arrives at Montreal 
by rail in a shipping season, this will now 
presumably come through the Welland Canal. 

U.S. grain and imports to U.S. Great’ Lakes 
will also be additional tonnage to pass through the 
Welland, 

Ore from Seven Islands and Picton is still 
further additional traffic for this already 
seriously overloaded canal. 

So far as can be judged, no cargo at present 
transported through the canal will disappear, 

The new St. Lawrence Section with its single 
locks is going to be perfectly complementary to the 
Welland Canal with almost certain similar delays and 
bottlenecks, 

From the foregoing it appears perfectly 


obvious that to develop the maximum potential of 
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1 the Seaway and the Welland when the Seaway is 

2 completed, every encouragement should be given to 

3 the ships which are the largest that the system 

4 can handle since this is the only way to pass 

5 the maximum tonnage through the system, 

6 Present Upper Lakers over 600 ft. long, 

7 with maximum drafts up to about 25 ft. are obviously 
8 ideal for the purpose. 

9 | We cannot possibly look forward to a polyglot 
10} fleet of Upper Lakers and Ocean vessels of every 

11] conceivable size and type using the Seaway and 


12 Welland without grave misgivings. 


13 The best way to prevent this happening is 
14 to develop the Port of Montreal so that the 

15 resulting trade patterns will encourage the big 
16 special lake types to operate West of Montreal 

M7 with the Ocean shipping in general stopping at 

18 Montreal, Further, in considering the expeditious 
19 handling of large ships in the Port of Montreal 
a particularly, but also at each entrance to each 
7 system of locks, special attention must be paid 
ae to the method of receiving and discharging the 

= ships from the canal sections. 

ae The delays waiting to enter the Welland 

vs have already been mentioned, 

oY In Montreal particularly it will be fruit- 
I less if we fit the berths with high capacity 

- discharging lets in order to give the vessels

fast turn around without carefully examining 
30 
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what is going to happen to the ships before they 
reach the unloading berth after leaving the canal 
and vice versa, 

If large ships arriving from the Upper Lakes 
must go downstream to anchor whilst awaiting their 
turn at a berth and stay there until the vessel 
already at the berth completely dears, and if the 
vessel clearing must then go to anchor because 
other ships are awaiting their turn to enter the 
canal, far too much valuable time will be lost and 
unnecessary tug expenses will almost certainly be 
incurred, this will all naturally affect the grain 
rate, 

In making any comparison with the number of 
berths and the unloading facilities at Montreal 
compared with those presently existing at the 
transfer elevators it must be appreciated that the 
Montreal operation will not be as good as appears 
on the surface, 

Great Lakes vessels at present can be under 
the legs within 30 minutes of another vessel 
vacating the berth. In Montreal the time could 
be several hours, 

Further, tugs are not required at Great 
Lakes elevators and these two factors viz: 
additional time lost and increased tugs expenses 
both militate against the grain rate. 

It must be appreciated that first class 


despatch is essential for the big vessels since 
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the importance of lost time increases directly with 
the size of ship. 

Savings anticivated by the advent of the 
Waterway could be rapidly dissipated by bottlenecks 
and slow passages through the Waterway and Welland 
and by poor despatch and high expenses at the 
unloading port. 

The logical arrangement appears to be to 
design the canal entrances with ample suitable 
berths at which ships can tie up without going to 
anchorage when they are either waiting to enter 
the canal or waiting to go to an unloading berth, 

Since none of the presently proposed 
unloading berths can deal with one Upper Laker 
in one working day, we also urge that consideration 
be given to a 24 hour service at the elevators to 
obviate 2 days being required to work each large 
vessel. 

The Great Lakes Canadian shipping Companies 
associated with this vresentation urge the National 
Harbours Board, and all other authorities con- 
cerned with themiuture of the Port of Montreal to 
get together and see that the Port is equipped 
to fulfill its proper destiny Deloreycune St: 
Lawrence Waterway is completed. 

To wait until after the Waterway is 
completed in order to see what happens, will be 
fatal since trade patterns may be formed to fit 
the then existing circumstances, These patterns 


may be false but also may be enduring,

QUESTION: (9) "Any observations that you may

No 
comparable figure is available for the post-war 
period, but the United Nations Statistical Year Book 
1954 shows that in 1953 world seaborne trade amounted 
to 670 million metrie tons, UlLearly, wnierersore,

shipping plays dominant role in the provision of 
transport services for world commerce and anything 
reducing the efficient use of this service must 
react to the detriment of world trade as a whole 

Of the future, while air ycransport will play 
an increasingly important role in*the field of inter- 
national transport, there seems little doubt that 
sea transport will ecntinue to play the dominant 
role - a role moreover of increasing importance 
as world trade steadily expands. 

For the highly developed countries where it 
is now generally recognised that lasting economic 
prosperity depends on flourishing international 


trade, the availability of economic and efficient 
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sea transport is a major factor in their ability to 
market their goods throughout the world in competition 
not only with each other but often with local manu- 
facturers of similar goods in the countries to which 
they export. 

In the case of the under-developed countries, 
the provision of efficient and economic transport 
services is perhaps even more vital, In most cases 
they are potentially vast producers:.of primary. pro- 
ducts and are therefore almost entirely dependent.on 
sea transport for thesrealisation.of) this.petentialr. 

There is a tendency amongst these countries - 
though it is not unknown also amongst the 'highly 
developed! countries -):te abtempt toy previde thear 
own Shipping forthe carriage of their own trade, as 
a form of security measure against the possible with- 
drawal of ‘foreign’, shipping: services in.times of 
emergency. Thisp point: dsadealtewith-later under 
Question (11). Taking the broad view, there is of 
course every reason why a nation should want to 
develop her own transport facilities, and taking 
the narrow view (in a time of great world demand for 
shipping services) this may even in the first in- 
stance seem to have been an economic action, But 
this is never s0, unless, these; ships ares competi- 
tive in the world market for shipping services, 

To the extent to which they fail to be competitive 
they cannot avoid being a tax upon the productiv- 


ity of the country which supports them, iIf, to 
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the slightest degree, they are permitted to charge 
for carrying goods or passengers more than the com- 
parable available ships on the international shipping 
market would charge, this is a tax upon the exporter 
or importer of the goods, or upon the passengers, 

and so becomes an addition to the costs of the trade 
of the country concerned. 

it is, therefore, no exaggeration to claim 
that the availability of efficient and economic ship- 
ping services is a vital element in the commerce of 
any country - and finally of the world, because the 
prosperity and well-being of the whole is conditioned 
by ‘hat ‘of ‘the ‘part’; 

It is equally true that effective and cheap 
shipping services can only be attained by the un- 
restricted circulation of shipping in international 
trade in) free -and’iair compet icion’, 

Although in its infancy shipping was often 
national in character, the variety of services now 
being offered to the merchants of the world would 
not be possible but for shipping's progressive trans - 
formation into what is now essentially an inter- 
national service. 

As is well known, the shipping services of 
the world fall into two categories, The Liner 
Services, *walcieoperate between fixed points” at 
regular intervals, pick up and discharge cargo all 
along the routes. These not only provide constant 


and frequent transport services for the merchants 
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of all the countries between their terminal ports, 
but also by ensuring the optimum use of the ships 
employed, enable them to make the lowest charge 

for their services, A pertinent example of this 
type of operation is the service provided by Com- 
panies 'G! and !H! referred to earlier in answer to 
Question (1). 

The Tramp services provide a cheap form of 
transport for bulk cargoes (both dry-cargo and oil) 
between ports all over the world. They will go 
wherever they are needed and whenever they are need- 
ed subject, of course, to the inducement being 
satisfactory, They are highly competitive with one 
another. Clearly this+type, of service! can only be 
operated at the lowest cost to customers if tramp 
ships are free to compete for cargo wherever it 
and they are available, thus obviating as far as 
possible long and costly ballast voyages. 

So it is an essential feature of both main 
types of sea transport that they can only be run 
efficiently and cheaply on a world-wide basis, and 
any departure from the principle that ships of all 
flags must have complete freedom to compete for 
all cargoes offering can only result in the un- 
economic use of shipping and so in increased trans- 
port costs. It cannot be stressed too strongly 
that this freedom to employ ships to their maxi- 
mun capacity is vital and that any restriction 


of it must ultimately send up the cost of 
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providing the service to the detriment of the trade 
of the country or countries served, 

secondly, there is shipping's role as a4 part 
of world commerce itself. World trade no longer 
consists of the simple barter of goods. Ancillary 
services of transport, insurance, banking, etc.., 
have themselves become independent elements of world 
trade, so much so that to some countries the sale 
of their services is even more important than the 
salevof their goods), In Norway, for example, the 
economy of the country is almost entirely dependent 
on the earnings of its shipping in international 
brade.. To varying degrees this) is also, true of the 
other Scandinavian countries and several of the 
Buropean countries, Even in the United Kingdom, a 
country whose economy is largely based on the export 
of manufactured goods, U.K. shipping provides no 
less than some 4200 million net a year in foreign 
earnings towards redressing the adverse balance 
on visible transactions, Shipping services for 
Canadian account contribute some 40 million dollars 
a year to this total. 

For these countries, which depend so much 
envthe earnings ws their shops jilobe sable co 
provide shipping services to the world is an essen- 
tial feature of their economic structure, It is 
a "commodity" which they offer in an internation- 
al market and as long as this market remains 


freely competitive it is submitted that, as past 
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experience has shown, the merchants of the world will 
have no cause to question the economy and efficiency 
of the transport services provided by international 
Shipping, 

Probably the most notable development in 
international trade during the post-war years has 
been the increasing acceptance by governments of the 
policy of liberalisation as the most effective means 
of ensuring and stimulating the flow of internation- 
al trade, In their different ways the Organisation 
for European Economic Co-operation and General Agree- 
ment on Tariffs and Trade both offer striking evi- 
dence of this realisation, It is paradoxical, 
however, that whereas much progress has been made in 
liberalising the flow of goods, there has not been 
the same ready acceptance of the policy of liberali- 
sation in connection with the supply of services, 

To those concerned with the provision of services, 

it is however heartening to know that the organisa- 
tion which it is proposed should in future administer 
G.A,.T.T,, the Organisation for Trade Co-operation, 
does recognise that the provision of services is 

as much a part of world trade as the provision of 
goods, and that the policy of liberalisation should 
apply to both, 

The business community has long recognised 
this, as evidenced by the chain of resolutions 
adopted by the International Chamber of Commerce 


Guring the past thirty years at its biennial 
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Congresses, This Organisation embraces all sections 
of commercial enterprise and its membership is repre- 
sentative of business interests who are users of 
transport in no fewer than 57 countries. At London 
in 1921, for example, it "proclaimed anew the neces- 
sity for the renewed assertion of the great princi- 
ples of freedom of communications and of transit and 
of reciprocal and equitable freedom of commerce 
regardless of nationality.” More recently, in a 
resolution adopted at Tokyo in May this year (Appen- 
dix III), it re-stated its view that all forms of 
flag discrimination act as a brake on the free flow 
of international trade and cut right across the 
principle of the freedom of the seas on which inter- 
national shipping is vitally dependent if it is to 
continue to provide efficient and economic trans- 


port services for the merchants of the world. 


QUESTION: (10) "Would British shippers be able to 
Supply ships suitable for carrying on, for 
example, the grain and ore trades in the Great 
Lakes and St. Lawrence River, of what capa- 
city, and would it be safe for such vessels 
to cross the Atlantic Ocean?" 

ANSWER: It may certainly be assumed that 

British shipowners would be able to Supply ships 

suitable for employment in the kind of trades indi- 

cated in this question, but as stated in reply to 

Question (1) the General Council hesitates to pre- 


dict in any precise manner the pattern of the new 


trades which will develop following the opening of 
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the Seaway and therefore the type and capacity of 
vessel which will be found to be most suitable, 
However, past experience has shown that British ship- 
building and the yards of the United Kingdom have 
constructed and delivered many types of specialised 
tonnage designed to operate in widely different con- 
ditions obtaining in all parts of the world, and 

the General Council has little doubt that ships could 
be built economically in the United Kingdom for em- 
ployment in these new trades. Even assuming that 
Ships on the lines of the modern Great Lakers will 

be needed, the General Council is advised that these 
could be constructed in British shipyards with spec- 
ial temporary structural modifications for the voyage 


across the Atlantic Ocean, 


QUESTION; (11) "Assuming that the British shippers 
construct ships that are capable of engaging 
in the Canadian coastal trade during the summer 
season and going to deep-water service in 
winter, what would happen to such ships in 
the event of war or other emergency? Could 
the Canadian patrons depend upon the continued 
Operation of such ships in Canadian coastal 
service, or would they have to reckon with 
the probability that the British authorities, 
in the event of an emergency, would withdraw 
some or all of these vessels from Canadian to 
other services?" 


ANSWER: This is a question involving broad 
considerations of defence policy which, it is sub- 
mitted, it would be inappropriate for the General 
Council to attempt to answer beyond saying that 

it is understood that one of the main tasks of 


the Planning Board for Ocean Shipping of the North 
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Atlantic Treaty Organisation would be the allocation 
of tonnage to meet the national needs of member 


countries in times of emergency.
